MORE ABOUL TOINER.

SOME INTERESTING READING
DEVELOPED

By an Investigation of the Case—Solic-
itor Long’s Opinion«-And the Attor=
ney General’s Conclusions.

An incident known as the ‘‘Joiner
Matter” is bobbing up again, and has
developed some things which make
interesting reading.

It will be remembered that Joiner is
a preacher who was located in Ran-
dolph county, and who, according to
his own representations, was attacked
by a mob which brutally treated both
bim and his wife.

Complaints  finally came before
the Govermor, who submitted them
to the Attorney-General. The At-
torney-General wrote to Solicitor
Long, of the Eighth Judicial district,
requesting him to make a thorough ex-
amination of the matter and report such
facts as might be necessary to arrive at
proper conclusions. In the meantime
Joiner who claims that he is a British
subject, had made complaint to the
British counsul at Charleston, S. C., and
that functionary took the matter up and
got it before Hon. Jas. G. Blaine, secre-
tary of State. The secretary wrote to
the Governor, and Joiner who had been
an obscure individual began to gain a
prominence which he evidently wanted
very muech.

Solicitor Long’s Report.,

Solieitor Liong, in compliance with
the request of the Attorney General,
investigated the matter and has made a
report from wiiich the following is taken:

“I first read the reports in the press.
I telegraphed the New York Herald
that Mr. Joiner had not applied to the
State authorities for redress, and that if
he would do so and come to their aid,
he shouid have the powers of the State
to aid in finding and punishing the
criminals. He has never offered direct-
ly nor indirectly to give any officer of
the State any aid or assistance in any
way whatever, tending to bring the al-
leged criminals to trial.  On the con-
trary, instead of coming to Randolph
court for redress, the oniyv court that
could give it, he left the State just upon
ths eve of the sitting of that court.

At the court in Randolph, one Riley
Parks (col.) was indicted for burning
Caswell Craven's barn. Parks was one
of the attendsnts at Joiner's chureh and
on the night he was arrested, there
same  house wi*h
him a number of colored men, who at-
Joiner’'s ministration, armed
with guus.
